1. A support structure for supporting a plurality of objects, the structure

comprising an elongated member havj^aa^first side and a secopd side, wherein 
said first side includes two or more tib sections) spaced apart from one another 
and substantially parallel to one another, wherein each of said rib sections 
includes an alternating series o^archesand giepressions), whe rein said 
depressions of each of said rib sections are substantially aligned with one 


another, and wherein said second side includes two or more rib sections spaced 
apart from one another and substantially parallel to one another, wherein each of

side are substantially aligned with one another, and wherein said rib sections of 

2 said second side are offset from the corresponding positioning of said rib sections 

fi of said first side. 

The structure as claimed in Claim 1 wherein sai^rclje^f said first side 

include a plurality of inner arches and a^first'end arc^ and ajsecond en^rch), 
wherein said end arches are of a height substantially equivalent to a height of any 


of said plurality of inner arches.

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3. The structure as claimed in Claim 2 whereir^each of said inner arches of 
said first side includes (&1a^d^iefining a spacing between adjacent depressions of 
said rib sections of said first side. 

25 4. The structure as claimed in Claim 3 wherein each of said lands includes^ a 
cavit^therein. 

5. The structure as claimed in Claim 1 wherein said elongated member is 
fabricated of a moldable pulp material. 
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
